Day of outrage: 
Man’s death, virus, 
economy add up to 
widespread chaos

It’s not your imagination: The 
unrest sweeping through Amer- 
ica this week is more widespread 
and more violent than any spree 
of national demonstrations since 
the 1960s. 

A country that guarantees the 
right to assemble in its consti-

munication — from the Boston 
Tea Party to the Women’s March 


of 2017 — seems to be staggering 


into chaos one city at a time.

.. By midday Saturday, no fewer | 


than 26 American cities had been 
sites of active protests, and by Sat- 
urday night, dozens more were ex- 
pected to join in. 

What’s more, few demonstra- 
tions are sticking to protest signs 
and songs. 

In Minneapolis, a police station 
was burned to the ground. In Lou- 
isville, seven people were injured 
by gunshot. In Washington, D.C., 
protesters held the White House 
under siege, prompting the Se- 
cret Service to coordinate with 
police to protect the safety of the 


president and his family. At least : 


two people — a protester in De- 
troit and a contract security of- 
ficer working for the federal gov- 


ernment in Oakland — were shot | 


and killed. 

Baton strikes and pepper spray, 
Molotov cocktails and police cars 
in flames; this week has taken the 
spotlight from a global pandemic.

Inland Empire: Peaceful but defiant marchers 
voice anger at Minneapolis man’s killing by police

Protests took place through- 
out the Inland Empire on Sat- 
urday, each drawing scores to 
hundreds of demonstrators call- 
ing for justice for George Floyd, 
a black man who died in police 
custody Monday in Minneapolis. 
Some protests across the nation 
turned into riots Saturday, but the 
Inland Empire’s — in Temecula, 
Riverside, Rancho Cucamonga 
and Pomona — were mostly 


with police. 

“Tt’s clear that hate has no color 
or age,” said Leilei Hawkins, 24, of 
Riverside, who added she helped 
organize the rally in her city. “And 
unless we address it in the most 
responsible way, as a society we 
won't advance.”

Elon Musk’s The Boring Co. has 
proposed digging a 2.8-mile un- 
derground tunnel linking Ran- 
cho Cucamonga with Ontario In- 
ternational Airport as an alter- 
native to extending a light-rail 
system from Pomona, San Ber- 
nardino County transportation 


officials said. 

The subsurface people-mover 
project would be the first of its 
kind in San Bernardino County 
and could replace stalled plans to 
construct an above-ground exten- 
sion of the L Line (formerly Gold 
Line) light-rail that currently ends 
in Los Angeles County. Other 
projects on a preliminary list 
of alternatives to the L Line in- 
clude a zero-emission train from 


a Metrolink Station off the San 
Bernardino Line or a connection 
from the Riverside Metrolink 
Line, which has a stop south of 
Ontario airport. 

At $60 million, the proposed 
tunnel from Rancho to the airport 
would cost considerably less than 
the $1- to $1.5-billion light-rail ex- 
tension from Pomona and could 
be built in three to four years
